" BREACH OF PROMISE — | 


ACTIONS 
“BARDELL vy. PICKWICK.” ) 
By ; 
His Honour Judge McCleary.. 


The public interest which at- 
taches to breach of promise cages 
is really out-of proportion | to 
their importance. ‘They are 
merely actions for damages for 
breach of contract. The con- 
tract, however, for the brench of 

«which damages are’ sought in 
this class of action is a contract 
entered into by a man.and woman 
by which they mutually agree to 
marry each other. In such an 
action the plaintiff must prove 
the contract to marry,  Hbr evid: 
ence alone om this part of the 
case is not sufficient, She muat 
be corroborated by other mater. 
ial evidence, The corroboration 
may be by the evidence of other 
witneSses, It may be obtained 

- from letters written by the de- 
fendant. She must further prove 
that the defendant, has broken 
his promise und that she has 
thereby suffered damage. ' 

Various defences are open to 
the defendant. He may deny the 
promise to marry. He may plead 
that he was induced to make the 
Promise by the plaintiff's mig. 
representation or wilful sup- 
pression of the real circumstances 
of her life or character, ‘He may 
‘be in a position to prove that 
the plaintiff had agreed with him 
that their engagement Should be 
terminated, Admitting that the 
Plaintiff is entitled to a verdict, 
he may fight the action on the 


amount of damages to which she | Ho 


is entitled. This statement of 
the essential features of a breach 
of promise case would seem to 
show that such an action ig a 
very prosaic affair. But even By 
the lawyer it cannot be so des. 
cribed. Any legul proceeding in 
which 
each other is rarely without 
some interest. The eternal con- 
flict between the sexes, the 
essential differences in the points 
of view of the male and the 
female, the side-lights which are 
thrown upon human nature in 
what is, perhaps, one of its most 
striking manifestations are pro- 
ductive of considerably more in- 
terest than can be aroused by an 
action for damages for non- 
delivery of goods. And zo it is 
that the love affairs of two very 
ordinary individuals, when laid 
bare in a court of law, may be 
found to be of interest to very 
many people who have never 
heard of the parties to the action. 


The Most Famous of All 
“Breach” Cases. 

Though the passage of time 
hes brought about great 
changes in the trial of Buch ac- 
tions, the famous case of Bardell 
vy. Pickwick, reported by Charles 
Dickens in his “Posthumous 
Papers of the Pickwick Club,” re- 
veals many of the human con- 
siderations which are to be found 
in a modern trial. It will be no- 
ticed that neither Mrs. Bardell 
nor Mr. Pickwick gave evidence 
cen the trial of this action. Curi- 
ous though it may seem in these 
days, before the year 185] parties

On another occasion 
he was discovered “holding the 
plaintiff in his arms, and sooth- 
ing her agitation by his caresses 
and endearments.” 


The Unscrupulous Sergeant 


It is true the learned counsel 
also told the jury that he would 
Prove that “on one occasion; 
when he (the defendant) return- 
ed from the eountry, he distinct- 
ly and in terms-offered her mar- 
riage, previously, however, tak- 
ing care that there should be no 
witness to this solemn contract.” 
e had no right whatever, to 
make this statement. He tells 
the jury that there were no wit- 
nedses present on that occasion, 
and he knows that he cannot call 
the plaintiff. ‘He could give no 
direct proof of a promise to 
.marry. In fact there never was 
auch proof, and if tried to-day 
the action. must have failed on 
this ground. No statement of 
this Kind to a jury would pass a 
modern judge, and dire would be 
the consequence to an advocate 
who attempted to make it. 

The learned counsel concludes 
his recita) of the evidence he pro- 
hoses to call with a reference to 
two perfectly harmless letters 
from the defendant to the plain- 
tiff, one ordering chops and to- 
Mato sauce and the other direct- 
ing the plaintif€ not to trouble 
about the warming-pan, He com- 
ments upon these letters in this 
way: “These letters, too, be- 
speak the character of the man. 
They are not open, fervent, elo- 
quent epistles, breathing nothing 
but the language of affectionate 
attachment. They are covert, 
sly, .underhand communications, 
‘but fortunately far more conclu- 
sive than if couched in the most 
glowing language and the most 
poetic imagery — letters that 
must be viewed with a cautious 
and suspicious eye.” 

The evidence which was called 
for the plaintiff certainly did 
not place the case any higher 
than it had been put in the 
opening. Mrs. Cluppins and 
Mrs. Sanders, friends of the 
plaintiff, gave evidence which 
from a modern _ standpoint 
amounted to just nothing-at all. 
The defendant's ‘three friends.’ 
Mesars. Winkle, Tupman, and 
Snodgrass, were called, and, 
driven to the. verge of despera- 
tion by excessive badgering and 
bullying, made damaging admis- 
‘sions with regard to the charac- 
ter.of the. defendant. .

three days running and then not 
again for a fortnight. Just at 


the ° radio. 


Some particular time when we 


were most anxious te listen in, 
the atmospherics " would ibe bad 
or we would .get a terrific gale 
and the aerial would’ be 
down, ‘These hurricanes aver- 
aged anything up‘to 180 or 200 
mp.h, In the first gale of the 
year, the gauge’ registered 128 
m.p.h., when the top blew “off, 
This was in ‘the morning, some 
time before the gale reached its 
maximum strength.” ;

Foreign Sailors in 
British Ships. 


Officers of our Mercantile Marine 
met to consider the situation created 
by 8 proposal from shipowners to 
reduce their pay by trom 10,to 20 
per cent. In the following article. 
which appeared in the Daily Mail, 
Lieut..Commander Kenworthy ad- 
vocates legislation to restrict the 
employment of foreign eallors in 
British ships.

Unemployed British séamen have 
doubled in-number during the last 
two.years. There are now over 
38,000 without ships. And this 
state of affairs is not only because 
of slack trade and lack of freights. 

More ‘than 14,000 foreigners, 
other than Lascars and Arabs, who 
are technically British subjects, are 
to-day serving in all capacities on 
board British merchant ships re-

I know literally 
scores of men, prime seamen of 
whom any country would be proud, 
who have left the sea in disgust and 
taken any job on land that offered 
iteslf. 

There are, of course, difficulties 
in legislating; many of our cargo 
steamera are employed exclusively 
on foreign runs, and we could hard- 
ly insist on British crews. On the 
China coast and in the Indian trade 
Chinese and Lascars are normally 
employed. © 

But it is, the ships trading re- 
gularly to home ports that we 
should be most »,eoncerned about. 
And there is a gocial evil, in some 
ports already assyming alarming 
proportions. The Arabs and other 
coloured seamen employed in ships 
regularly trading to British porte 
naturally make their homes’ on 
shore. They form alliances with 
white ‘women; a numerous half- 
caste population is growing up and 
causing anxiety to the educational

These Arab and Chinese seafar- 
ing men always claim to be British 
subjects.

DIRTY SHIPS. 
Plaint of Manchester 
ePrice: 
Authority. 
Complaint has been forwarded to 
the Shipowners. Federation by the 
Manchester Port Sanitary. Au- 
thority as to the dirty condition of 
some ships. The Authority reports 
that of 119 British ships inspected 
14 were-dirty and verminous, while 
62 foreign veasels' were inspected|’ 
and. all were clean. An official of 
Liverpool Port Sanitary Authority, 
in discussing the matter with the 
Liverpool correspondent’ of the 
Nautical Magazine, eaid in compar- 
ing British ships with foreign 
vessels coming to our ports it must 
be remembered that the former 
were returning to home ports and 
that the crews ‘were at once paid 
off. The foreigners, on the other 
hand, were actually living on their 
ships in port and, discipline was 
maintained. It was a pretty 
general custom for the cleaning up 
of a ship to be done between the 
departure of one crew and the entry 
into possession by the new one. 
The eradication of vermin was in 
some instances a most difficult mat- 
ter, but modern methods were heing 
increasingly used. with good results. 
British shipowners had voluntarily 
made great strides since the war 
in planning théir ships and keep- 
ing them clean. All veasels enter- 
ing the port of Liverpool were 
visited by inapectors ag soon as 
possible after docking, and’ after 
inquiries aa to health and the water 
supply, the condition of store 
rooms, tanks, and bilges, the inspec- 
tors visited the crew’s quarters, 
paying particular attention to| 
cleanliness, structural defects, rat 
harbourages, accumulation of rub- 
bish and so on. Any defects were 


attended to by. shipowners without 
any difficulty. The last report of 
the Liverpool medical officer. of 
health to Liverpool Port, Sanitary |, 
Authority stated: “There is 
general tendency to improve in the 
matter of cleanliness, and although 
crews’ quarters are still left dirty 
when the men pay off they do not 
appear to be as dirty as they. wero 
formerly.” The official added that 
when & crew left a ship they were 
very like a shore family . leaving 
one house for another, Incoming 
tenants were apt to say: ‘What a 
dirty house they have left!”

The new Cathay Theatre, at 
the corner of Avenue Joffre and 
Rue Cardinal Mercer, opened 
on Friday (New Year's Day), 
the building embodying the de- 
signs of Mr. C. H. Gonda, the 
architect. Distinctive, as far as 


Shanghai theatres go, the build- 
ing is of the American neilgh-

The ‘entrance leads -into an ac- 
tagonally shaped lobby. The 
indirect lighting scheme throw- 
ing its soft light through the 
opaque glass of the ceiling is en- 
hancing the extraordinary effect 
of the bronze, orange and gold 
colour scheme of the walls. Here 
are located the ticket booths, and 
two staireases lead up to the 
roof-garden, which certainly will 
be well patronised during the 
Summer season. By these orna- 
mental staircases the tea lounge 
jis reached, which contrasting 
with the general decorative 
scheme is furnished in old Eng- 
lish style. A decorative arch- 
way bordered on two sides by art 
glass columns is leading into the 
Foyer. . The, multi-coloured de- 
coration scheme, the indirect 
lighting and the unique bracket 
lamps bring the visitor’ ‘imme- 
diately into an atmosphere. 

Sound Absorbing Walls, -
